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Ministerial shuffle 
draws mixed reaction 


Rim Classic matches top teams 

The 1979 Pacific Rim Basketball Classic, Nov. 30 to Dec. 2 in the McKinnon 
Centre, contains “the strongest field of teams at any university tournament 
in Canada this year”, according to organizer and UVic Vikings coach Ken 
Shields. 

The three-day tournament includes seven university teams from four pro¬ 
vinces in Canada and a top-rated senior team from Seattle. 

“This should be the best basketball seen in Victoria in some time,” says 
Shields. 

Teams include the University of British Columbia Thunderbirds, defend¬ 
ing Pacific Rim champions University of Calgary Dinosaurs, Lakehead Uni¬ 
versity Nor’westers, Seattle Dynasties, Simon Fraser University Clansmen, 
University of Winnipeg Wesmen, York University Yeomen and the Vikings. 

“Fve looked at tournaments scheduled across Canada and none boasts the 
overall strength of the teams at this one,” says Shields. 

“With the Vikings, SFU, York, Calgary and Lakehead, you have five of 
the top 10 university teams in the country.” 

The Seattle Dynasties are also a strong team, finishing high in the United 
States amateur championships in 1978. “They are made up primarily of ex- 
Pacific 10 university team members and they'll be very tough,” says Shields. 

The tournament gets under way at 1:30 p.m. Nov. 30 with UBC against 
Winnipeg, followed by SFU against York. Calgary plays against Seattle and 
UVic takes on Lakehead in the evening encounters. 

There are four more games Dec. 1 with the consolation finals and the 
championship game Dec. 2. 

Tickets for two-game afternoon or evening sessions go on sale an hour 
before the start of the first game with prices $3 for adults, $1.50 for students 
and $1 for children. 


President Dr. Howard Petch has welcomed 
the announcement by Premier Bill Bennett 
that Dr. Pat McGeer will remain responsi¬ 
ble for B.C.’s universities in the newly reor¬ 
ganized cabinet. 

At the same time, Petch indicated he is 
concerned that severe problems in the 
delivery of some educational programs 
could develop from splitting responsibility 
for post-secondary education between two 
separate ministries. 

McGeer retains responsibility for uni¬ 
versities in a new portfolio that- includes 
science and communications. All other 
educational institutions including col¬ 
leges, the British Columbia Institute of 
Technology and the Open Learning Insti¬ 
tute remain with primary and secondary 
education under the new Minister of Edu¬ 
cation, Brian Smith. 

“I have very mixed feelings about the 
change,” said Petch. I must emphasize 
that I am very pleased that Dr. McGeer will 
continue to be responsible for the universi¬ 
ties. He has always been very supportive. 

“However, the split in post-secondary 
responsibilities gives cause for concern 
about effective coordination where we are 
involved with other institutions. 

“At David Thompson University Cen¬ 


tre (DTUC), where we are deeply involved 
with Selkirk College in program develop¬ 
ment, question arises concerning the min¬ 
istry responsible, and concerning the 
coordination required between the two 
ministries and two institutions to imple¬ 
ment and deliver these programs. We may 
find some of our programs coming under 
another ministry.” 

Petch also expressed surprise that the 
Open Learning Institute (OLI) will remain 
with the Ministry of Education while its 
university level programs will come under 
the Ministry of Universities, Science and 
Communication. 

“In the delivery of distance education, 
there already existed a bad split between 
the universities and OLI in the coordina¬ 
tion of programs. The separation of OLI 
and the universities in two different minis¬ 
tries indicates the problem will remain, but 
now even more so.” 

Petch said he foresees difficulties in 
other areas. 

“In teacher education, the institutions 
we serve are now under another ministry. 

“There are a lot of questions about 
responsibility and coordination that with 
this change.” 


Folly tickets 

Tickets are going fast for A UVic Folly , the 
first campus review in which students, 
faculty, staff and alumni provide a spirited 
spoof of life at UVic. 

The revue will be presented Dec. 7 and 8 
at 8 p.m. in the University Centre Audito¬ 
rium with festival seating at $2 for stu¬ 
dents and senior citizens and $3 for 
everyone else. 

“There are still tickets left for both per¬ 
formances,” says producer Sonia Birch- 
Jones. “We’re aiming for sell-outs on both 
nights since proceeds will be used for 
awards for students.” 

Birch-Jones describes the revue as “a 
magnificent amateur effort” with an all¬ 
volunteer cast. She explains that the revue 
features student Marina Morgan (A&S-4) 
as the heroine of a plot designed to intro¬ 
duce 16 production numbers during a two- 
hour performance. 

Also featured in the cast are Dr. Reg 
Mitchell (Chemistry), Janet Senior (Exten¬ 
sion) and students Randy Holt (Law-1) and 
Patricia Humphries (Educ-U). Original 
music and lyrics for the revue have been 
written by Chet Lambertson and stage 
director is Peter Winn (Theatre). Music 
director is student Rob Hogan (FA-3) with 
students in music in education classes 
playing a major role in the revue. 

The revue features a choir of 200 stu¬ 
dents, 35 student dancers and a 10-member 
chorus line of faculty and staff. 

A highlight of the evening is a number 
by five UVic deans. 

There are Scottish dancers, a skit 
involving talking skylarks and songs by 
UVic’s singing professor, Dr. Martin Col- 
lis, whose album is now on sale at the cam¬ 
pus bookstore. 

“This will be a fun evening for the cam¬ 
pus community and for the general pub¬ 
lic,” says Birch-Jones.

United Way 
total soars 

Organizers of the United Way campaign 
on campus report a steady stream of dona¬ 
tions in recent weeks, pushing the total 
returns to more than $23,000. The United 
Way supports 22 local agencies and the 
Canadian Red Cross. 

“We are very pleased with the response 
to the campaign which is running ahead of 
last year,” say organizers. They point out 
that about 100 people who donated last 
year have not yet been heard from and “if 
they give in proportion to what they gave 
in 1978, we’ll top our campaign goal of 
$25,000 by a substantial margin.” 

Donations received so far average 
$95.75 which is “outstanding”, say 
organizers.

Wilson discusses 
science centres 

All members of the UVic community are 
invited to hear the Director of the Ontario 
Science Centre Dr. Tuzo Wilson present an 
illustrated lecture on “Museums and 
Science Centres” today (Nov. 30) at 3 p.m. 
in room 108 of the Cornett Building. 

It is expected that Wilson may discuss 
the form that a science centre in Victoria 
might take should such a centre be estab¬ 
lished as part of the provincial museum 
complex, says Dean of Graduate Studies 
Dr. John Dewey. 

The possibility of building a science and 
technology centre and planetarium in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia has been discussed for sev¬ 
eral years by members of the university 
community and by government depart¬ 
ments. The idea has received support from 
the B.C. Science Council. 

This summer the Science Council pro¬ 
posed to Minister of Science and Technol¬ 
ogy Dr. Pat McGeer that a consultant be 
hired to do a detailed study on the advisa¬ 
bility of building such a centre in B.C. and 
its possible location. 

It is expected that the university would 
play an important part in the development 
and operation of a B.C. Science Centre in 
Victoria, says Dewey. 

The museum staff developing such a 
centre, he explains, would likely want to 
call on the resources of UVic, the Dominion 
Astrophysical Observatory and the Insti¬ 
tute of Ocean Sciences through an advi¬ 
sory committee comprised of 
representatives from these institutions. 

In addition to being director of the Onta¬ 
rio Science Centre, Wilson has established 
a far-reaching reputation for his work on 
the continental drift and has written a 
large number of publications in the areas 
of geophysics and geology. 

He is visiting UVic to participate as a 
speaker in the University Lecture Series. 
On Nov. 29 he spoke to members of the uni¬ 
versity and downtown community on 
“Continental Drift and Plate Tectonics”. 

Nobel winner 
speaks 
on Einstein 

Dr. Eugene P. Wigner, winner of the 1963 
Nobel Prize in physics and a colleague of 
Dr. Albert Einstein, will present a free pub¬ 
lic lecture at UVic, Dec. 5. 

Wigner will speak on “Einstein — The 
Man and His Work”, in Room 168 of the 
Elliott Building at 12:30 p.m. 

The 77-year-old Wigner, a brilliant 
scientist in his own right, knew Einstein 
personally in Berlin and was a colleague at 
Princeton University. Einstein, one of the 
greatest scientists of all time, died in 1955. 

Wigner was born in Hungary and 
received his degree in chemical engineer¬ 
ing. However, he has had a lifelong inter¬ 
est in all areas of physical science, an 
interest that has led to important contribu¬ 
tions to a wide range of subjects including 
quantum mechanics, solid state physics 
nuclear physics and reactor physics. 

He is currently a professor at Princeton 
University. His visit to UVic is sponsored 
by the physics department. 
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The University of Victoria Music Scholar¬ 
ship Concert, performed by the University 
Chorus and Orchestra under the direction 
of School of Music professor George Cor¬ 
win will feature Bach's most popular 
choral work, the Christmas Oratorio, in 
performances on Sunday, Dec. 2 and Mon¬ 
day, Dec. 3 in University Centre Auditor¬ 
ium. 

The University Chorus and Orchestra 
is composed of UVic students and per¬ 
formers from the Victoria area. The Christ¬ 
mas performance is one of only two 
concerts presented annually by the 
ensemble. 

Featured soloists for this performance 
include soprano Susan Austin, UVic stu¬ 
dent Barbara Ebbeson, contralto, tenor 
Richard Margison and Edgar Samuel, 
bass. 


The founder of UVic's first major music 
ensemble, the University of Victoria Con¬ 
cert Band, has been recognized for his 30 
years of educational work and community 
activities by the Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Professor Howard Denike received the 
1979 Citizen of the Year Award at the 
chamber's annual general meeting on 
Nov. 21. 

Denike founded the UVic Concert Band, 
later incorporated into the UVic Wind 
Symphony, in 1968. He was its director for 
2 years. He has been a sessional lecturer at

He will be on campus from Dec. 3 to 7 for 
consultations with faculty and graduate 
students interested in special needs in 
physical education.

Simple item 

rattles 

Senate 

It looked like a simple enough item but, as 
Senate-watchers have discovered, it's 
those apparently simple items that often 
cause the longest debates and the most 
confusion. 

At the November Senate meeting, it 
took 55 minutes to agree to call the period . 
from May through August, Summer 
Studies. 

As the debate droned on, Dr. Rod 
Symington (Germanic) snapped that it 
had taken 45 minutes “to attempt to name 
a period of time that doesn't need to be 
named”. 

The problem arose because Co¬ 
operative Education Courses extend over 
the May-August period and some senators 
favored Summer Session or Summer Term 
or Third Term as the designation for that 
period. 

Other senators pointed out that the 
result would be confusion among students, 
since Summer Session is now the July- 
August period only and the May-June 
period is known as Intersession. 

Student senator Paula DeBeck said it 
would be ridiculous to confuse 2,000 people 
taking July-August courses simply to help 
a few co-op students. 

The difficulty in attaching a name to 
the May-August period, according to 
Administrative Registrar Gordon Smiley, 
is created by the fact that “there's not 
another institution in the country that has 
our kind of mix of academic activities dur¬ 
ing this period.” 

With the debate showing no signs of 
reaching a conclusion, one senator asked 
how important it was to make a decision, 
and suggested the whole thing be brought 
back to the next Senate meeting. 

“At least three committees have looked 
at this already,” said chairman Dr. How¬ 
ard Petch. “I would like Senate to make a 
decision.” 

And Senate finally did. Summer Studies 
covers the May-August period; Summer 
Session continues to be the name for the 
July-August period and courses extending 
over the May-June and May-August peri¬ 
ods will be called May-June courses and 
May-August courses. 


Education critics 
are everywhere 

An attitude that Faculties of Edu¬ 
cation do not belong in universities 
is found in other faculties all over 
North America, says Dr. Del Scha- 
lock recently on campus as a visit¬ 
ing Lansdowne scholar. 

“I know the phenomenon and 
I've lived through it,” says Scha¬ 
lock, of the Teaching Research 
Institute at the Oregon College of 
Education in Monmouth, Ore. 

“Part of this attitude on cam¬ 
puses has hung on through the evo¬ 
lution of the normal school,” he 
explains. “There is this lingering 
image of Faculties of Education 
that they are involved strictly in 
applied work, with no academic 
scholarship involved.” 

Schalock said this image is re¬ 
inforced by many Faculties of Edu¬ 
cation. “Often, those most 
responsible for preparing teachers 
do not engage in recognized aca¬ 
demic scholarship,” he said. 

“The difficulty is that those who 
do want to be recognized for aca¬ 
demic scholarship go into areas 
which have little to do with prepar¬ 
ing teachers for the classroom.” 

Schalock said the image is 
slowly changing as a system of 
research on teacher education 
evolves. 

“Perhaps the University of Vic¬ 
toria faculty will join with us in 
Oregon in promoting such a sys¬ 
tem,” he said. 
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Dief letters demonstrate 
his grass-roots connections

Letters written by the late John Diefen- 
baker to UVic employee Ian Baird 
(Library) have been permanently loaned 
by Baird to the Special Collections division 
of the McPherson Library where they may 
be studied on the premises by interested 
researchers and Diefenbaker fans. 

Baird has also loaned to UVic a 21-year 
collection of The Islander newspaper. 

The Diefenbaker letters, about 20 of 
them, were written to Baird by the former 
Progressive Conservative leader and 
Prime Minister over a 10-year period fol¬ 
lowing a meeting between the two in 
Ottawa in 1966. 

As a group the letters demonstrate some 
of Diefenbaker’s views on constituency 
politics and also his warmth and enthusi¬ 
asm in keeping in touch with loyal party 
members. 

The man who led his party to the grea¬ 
test political victory in Canadian history 
and united the West into a coherent politi¬ 
cal force had an exceptional memory for 
names, faces and facts, according to Baird. 

In Ottawa, he recalls, “Diefenbaker sat 
me down and told me about my grand¬ 
father whom he had met around 1920 in 
Saskatchewan. They met after Diefen¬ 
baker had come back from the war and stu¬ 
died law at the University of 
Saskatchewan. He was doing some legal 
work for him. He also talked about the 
government in Saskatchewan of the time 
and the difficulties he had encountered 
being a Conservative there. I was amazed. 
He had an uncanny memory.” 

In 1957 the Conservatives, under Die- 
fenbaker’s leadership, overthrew by a nar¬ 
row margin the Liberals who had enjoyed 
22 years of uninterrupted federal power. 
Nine months later in a new election the 
Conservatives under Diefenbaker crushed 
their Liberal opponents by winning 218 
seat to the Liberals 48 to gain the largest 
majority in Canadian history. 

Baird’s first meeting with the lawyer 


from Prince Albert was in 1963 during Die¬ 
fenbaker’s last year as Canada’s prime 
minister. 

Baird was attending Oak Bay High 
School and went with his father, also a Die¬ 
fenbaker supporter, to hear the Prime Min¬ 
ister speak at S.J. Willis. 

When he entered UVic in 1965 Baird 
joined the Young Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives on campus and began writing to the 
Tory leader about student political feel¬ 
ings. He also wrote articles supporting Die¬ 
fenbaker in The Martlet when 
Diefenbaker was facing opposition to his 
leadership from within his own party. 

Baird was elected vice-president of the 
Young PCs in 1966 and president in 1967. 
One of the items of correspondence in his 
collection is a telex sent over the UVic wire 
* to him by Diefenbaker in Ottawa, congrat¬ 
ulating him on gaining the presidency. 

“Diefenbaker always appreciated loy¬ 
alty,” says Baird. “I worked for him in the 
1965 election and although I was only a big 
fish in a small pond he never forgot.” 

It was because of struggles among the 
Young PCs at UVic that Baird didn’t 
attend the fateful leadership convention to 
support his hero in 1967 on that hot, humid 
night in Toronto’s Maple Leaf Gardens 
that saw the man who had led his party out 
of the wilderness repudiated by his former 
followers. 

“I wanted to go to the convention but 
never got there because a vote was not 
properly held to decide on campus dele¬ 
gates,” says Baird. “A Camp supporterjust 
went. This type of action split the party. It 
was a microcosm of the larger situation. 
And the split is still there.” 

Baird still rues the results of the leader¬ 
ship convention he couldn’t attend. “It was 
a travesty, a night of knaves,” he says of 
the contest between “Dalton Camp and the 
Bay St. boys” and “Dief and the prairie 
populists”. 

Letters written to Baird both before and 


after the Leadership convention reflect on 
the sense of betrayal felt by the former 
Tory leader during this period. 

“He (Dalton Camp, the PC party presi¬ 
dent instrumental in rallying support 
against Diefenbaker) has never consulted 
me at any time and never discussed the 
question of leadership. . .” wrote Diefen¬ 
baker in a letter dated Oct. 13, 1966 in 
which he also thanked Baird for sending 
him some news clippings from Victoria 
reporting on Camp’s activities. 

The letters also include such items as a 
note wishing Baird luck on an examina¬ 
tion and a card sent to him in 1974 when he 
married. 

“He really kept in touch with people. He 
kept a tremendous grass roots contact. He 
did a lot of his own typing to keep up with 
his correspondence as well as relying upon 
the help of good and loyal secretaries,” 
says Baird. 

Chris Petter, archivist with Special Col¬ 
lections, says that ordinarily a collection 
such as this would be sent to the Diefen¬ 
baker Centre at the University of Saska¬ 
toon, which already has about 2,000 feet of 
Diefenbaker correspondence. 

Baird, however, feels that the best trib¬ 
ute he could give to Diefenbaker is to 
donate his letters on permanent loan to 
UVic where his own political life started. 
Baird is still a member of the PC party both 
federally and provincially. He worked for 
PC provincial candidate Vic Stephens in 
the past provincial election and, in spite of 
setbacks^ suffered by the party in B.C., 
believes “eventually they will get a hold”. 

He was recently elected to the board of 
directors of the Oak Bay Progressive Con¬ 
servative Association. 

Special Collections plans to send xerox 
copies of Baird’s collection to the Diefen¬ 
baker Centre. 

Most prime ministerial correspondence 
in Canada is kept in the Public Archives in 
Ottawa. It is an American but not a Cana¬ 
dian tradition to have separate collections 
for each prime minister. The Diefenbaker 
Centre represents a break with the Cana¬ 
dian tradition, says Petter. 

Petter says Special Collections is very 
grateful to Baird for his loan of Diefen¬ 
baker correspondence, and also for loaning 
more than 480 issues of The Islander 
which Baird collected between 1956-77. 

“Normally it is not the policy of Special 
Collections to accept old newspapers but 
The Islander must be an exception 
because of its heavy use by students of 
local history.” 

Indexing to the newspapers can be 
obtained by consulting the B.C. News¬ 
paper Index in Microfilms, where Baird 
works, next door to Special Collections in 
the basement of the McPherson.

Canadian Studies 

The Senate passed a motion urging the presi¬ 
dent to establish a Committee on Canadian 
Studies with the terms of reference outlined in 
a submission from the committee on commit¬ 
tees. > 

Financial Support 
for Non-Urban Students 

The Senate passed a recommendation made 
by the committee on Planning as set forth 
below: 

That Senate urge the president and 
the Board of Governors to draw to the 
attention of the Minister of Education 
Science and Technology the appar¬ 
ent low participation rate in univer¬ 
sity programmes by non-urban 
students and at the same time to 
request the minister to provide 
increased financial support in the 
form of grants for such students and 
to aid the university in obtaining 
additional student residences. 

Engineering Program 

The Senate passed a recommendation made 
by the committee on planning as set forth 
below: 

That the Senate committee on plan¬ 
ning be authorized to prepare for the 
consideration of Senate a proposal 
for a program in engineering leading 
to a bachelor’s degree to be offered at 
the University of Victoria; and that the 
president be requested to forward to 
the Universities Council of British 
Columbia a letter advising the coun¬ 
cil of this action. 

It was Senate’s understanding that adoption of 
this motion did not constitute approval in prin¬ 
ciple of an engineering program at the univer¬ 
sity.

It’s happening slowly but surely. A building or two might be renovated for use by the UVic Day 
Care in the New Year. Ever since the university donated two army huts to the Day Care in the fall of 
1978 people active in day care on campus have been hoping the huts could be renovated and 
become part of a self-contained Day Care Village, on Gabriola Road behind the Visual Arts Build¬ 
ing. The problem is money, as the Day Care is a co-operative on a tight operating budget. “Tenta¬ 
tively, yes, the renovations of the huts might be funded by UVic,” says Administrative Vice- 
President Trevor Matthews. But a requirement study and cost estimates for the renovations must 
be completed before final decisions can be made. A requirement study has been submitted by 
director of Student and Ancillary Services Ted Sawchuck to Director of Buildings and Grounds 
Jim Helme, for preparation of working drawings and cost estimates. These should be ready some¬ 
time in the New Year, says Helme. The plan is to renovate one hut at a time unless it proves more 
economical to do both at once, says Matthews. Day Care co-ordmator Lucille MacKay and treas¬ 
urer of the day care board Dave Clode are among those who are anxious to see the renovations 
take place. There is a waiting list for the full-time day care now offered, and some interest in part- 
time care. Before they can plan any program expansions it’s necessary to know what space will be 
available, MacKay and Clode agree. 
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For those who missed the first airing of the 
interview of Margaret Atwood by visiting pro¬ 
fessor Eli Mandel (English) on Cable 10 televi¬ 
sion, there’s good news. You can still catch the 
half-hour interview which will be shown on 
Cable 10 again Dec. 1 at 2:30 p.m.

In the 
interview Mandel and Atwood talk about her 
new novel, Life Before Man her poetry and her 
concerns as a writer. They range freely across 
questions about a writer’s motives, ethnicity in 
Canadian fiction and Atwood’s novels and the 
possible interpretations of torture as a poetic 
theme.

The award, to be known as the Jules and 
Gabrielle Leger Fellowship was established to 
foster a clearer understanding of the role of the 
Governor General in the Canadian parliamen¬ 
tary system. It is available to any Canadian 
scholar who is a citizen and who can devote at 
least eight months to their research and pub¬ 
lish the results of their work. Recipient of the 
1979 fellowship is history professor Jacques 
Monet, S.J., of the University of Ottawa. Appli¬ 
cants interested in the fellowship can receive 
applications from the Fellowships Division of 
the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council, 255 Albert St., Box 1610, Ottawa, KIP 
6G4.

The Board of Governors and Senate at UVic 
have urged Minister of Universities Dr. Pat 
McGeer to consider changes in grant aid for 
students from non-urban areas attending coas¬ 
tal universities. Financial assistance for the 
building of additional residences was also 
requested. Statistics revealing the low partici¬ 
pation rate of non-urban students in university 
programs were presented. Chancellor Dr. Ian 
McTaggart Cowan urged consideration of 
entrance of third-year students on transfer pro¬ 
grams from interior colleges to residences as 
one way to assist these students. Ian Stewart 
suggested that UVic look closely at its own 
financial resources, especially pension funds 
and site development funds, in future resi¬ 
dence plans.
